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DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1-36 are allowed, because prior art of record does not expressively 
disclose an electronic device with a key comprising a switch with two force sensing 
regions, wherein both require a force sensing value. Additionally, prior art of record 
does not disclose a popple dome within the key apparatus of the electronic device (of 
claims 1, 29, 31, 36); nor a key of an electronic device wherein the key comprises two 
central switches and a popple dome therein (of claim 11).
